Sending of Marines Not An 
Intervention Movement, Buz 
a Precautionary Step—Cu- 
ban Government Still Rush- 
ing Troops to Front and 
Gomez Calls for Volunteers. 


Philadelphia, May 23.—The Unitea 
States transport Prairie sailed tonight 
from Philadelphia navy yard with a 
full regiment of marines under sealed 
orders, presimably for Cuba. 

Only one-third the amount’ of beef 
intended as provisions was aboard, 
about 20,000 poundg having been re- 
jected by inspectors as it was about 
to be loaded wpon the vessel, because 
it did not meet contract requirements. 
The hour set for sailing -was changed 
and an effort made to secure other 
beef to replace that which had been 
condemned, but hurry orders 
Washington caused the vessel to leave 
with about 10,000 pounds of meat. It 
had intended to take 80,000 pounds. 

The Prairie had already been loaded 
with 4,000 rounds of small arms am- 
munition, three 8-inch steel fleld pieces 
and six automatic guns, as well as coal, 
tents and provisiong for the marines, 
- when the rejected beef arrived at the 
dock. 

Col. Lincoln Karmany, of the Nor- 
folk navy yard, is in command of the 
marines who eailed. The regiment of 
750 men is made up of ‘detachments 
from Brooklyn, Washington, Annapolis 
and other points, as well ag from the 
local yard. 

ALARMING REPORTS CAUSED 
ACTION BY UNITED STATES 

Washington, May 23.—The action of 
the United States government in send- 
ing the naval transport Prairie with 
790 marines to Cuba is the result of 
reports received at the state depart- 
ment of threatened danger to Ameri- 
can lives and property as an outgrowth 
of the uprising in that country. The 
Prairie will proceed to the 
. States naval station at Guantanamo to 
join the gunboats Paducah and Nash- 
ville. 

State department mivitinn today re- 
garding Cuba were very pessimistic. 
Apparently the government has been 
unable to estimate the strength or the 
purpose of the present revolutionary 
movement. The Cuban military au- 
thorities admit that the situation is 
serious, but think they can contro]! it. 
It is reliably reported to the state de. 
partment that the movement is de- 
signed to provoke intervention. — 

It was carefully explained - at the 
state department that this is not to be 
considered an intervention movement

This action was taken by the finance 
committee despite the statement of 
the president of the board of health, 
Dr. wy. L. Gilbert, that the board had 
spent nearly two years investigating 
all phases of the garbage plant ques- 
tion and would doubtless make the 
same recommendation that it had al- 
ready made. 

Another Expert Wanted, 

The resolution to refer the question 
back to the board of health was made 
by Alderman Ragsdale and carries 
with it the proviso that another expert 
be employed by the city to make a 
report on the proposition of the J. A, 
Forsyth Company to build a crematory 
for $50,000 which would take care of 
260 tons of garbage a day. 

The finance committee first held an 
open session in which all persons were 
allowed to make propositions for a 
garbage plant. 

The first person heard, was W. G. 
Kirkpatrick, the city engineer of Bir- 
mingham, who stateg that the Kirk- 
patrick, Culley, McCorkle & Boyles 
Company would build a crematory of 
ten units at $5,000 a unit, each unit to 
dispese of about 30 tons of garbage a 
day. He stated that small garbage 
plants could be placed in different sec- 
tions of the city and thereby save the 
cost of hauling. 

Councilman Knight asked if the 
finance committee was called upon to 
consider only the recommendation of 
the boarg of health. Alderman Cand- 
ler replied that the finance committee 
had ful] power to decide what kind of 
plant they should buy. 

He Didn’t Get Mad. 

“Don’t get mad,” remarked Council- 
man Knight. 

“Oh, I will not,” replied Alderman 
Candler, chairman of the committee. 

J. A. Forsyth addressed the commit- 
tee in behalf of his proposition and 
stated that he would build the city a 
ten-unit plant which would dispose of 
260 tons of garbage a day ata cost of 
$50,000 and that his company would 
give a bong to that amount to insure 
a high temperature plant which would 
cost $45.50 a day for operating ex- 
penses.

Afler 24 Hours of Fighting Mex 
ican Rebels Are Routed by 
the Federal forces, 


ARTILLERY OF FEDERALS ' 
MOWED DOWN THE REBELS 


Night Attack by the Federals, 
Which Took the Rebels by 
Surprise, Was the Turning 
Point of the Battle—Believ- 
ed That Orozco’s Defeat 
Means End of Rebellion. 


ABOUT A THOUSAND REBELS 

KILLED IN THE BATTLE 
May 23.—President 
Madero. predicted tonight an early 
termination of the Mexican revolu- 
tion as a result of today’s federal 
victory at Rellano. According to 
official advices, between 800 and 
1,600 rebels were killed or wounded. 
This estimate is made in a dispatch 
to the president from General Hu- 
erta. Casualties on the government 
side were not announced. 


Mexico City, 


At the Rebel Front. Corralitos, Mex- 
ico, May 23, 9 p. m.—Again General 
Orozco’s army of rebels today retreated 
before the artillery fire of General 
Huerta, comanding the § government 
troops. As at Conejos a week ago the 
rebels were unable to withstand the 
hail] of shells that poured into their 
ranks and retired fTiorth from Rellano 
to this town, which several weeks ago 
was the scene of a rebel victory. 

For nearly twenty-four hours the 
two main forces of the government and 
rebel troops were engaged. The losses 
could not be estimated, but casualties 
will be numerous on both sides. 

Tonight the federals surprised the 
rebel army with a night attack, using 
principaHy their artillery, which had 
proved so effective in the daylight 
fighting. General Orozco himself was 
awakened by the bursting of shells 
near him, and personally directed the 
movement of his men in an effort to 
silence the federal guns. 

Much Random Firing. 

All during the battle the federals 
seemed to indulge in wanton waste of 
ammunition. The rebels were  cau- 
tioned to conserve their powder and 
shot as mfich as possible, but even then 
a great quantity of it was wasted in 
random firing. 

When the federal infantry advanced 
upon the carefully-selected position of 
the rebels they were protected by a 
heavy artillery fire. The rebels were 
slow to reply to this with what artil- 
lery they had, but they poured a dead- 
ly infantry fire into the advancing 
line. 

Federals once attempted a flank 
movement toward the east, paving the 
way with cannon. 

Orders were given by rebel officers 
to guard the approaches of the valley. 
Meanwhile ‘the government troops 
brought into play more machine guns, 
but the fire of the rebe] infantry and 
dismounteq cavalry was felt by the 
federals. The shells ploughed their 
way into the positions stubbornly de- 
fendeg by the rebels, but the latter 
finally had the satisfaction of seeing 
this maneuver abandoned.

Washington, May 23.—Orozco’s sol- 
diers continue to desert in large num- 
bers, according to reports to the state 
department today.

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NO PANAMA TOLLS 
FOR YANKEE SHIPS 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 23 —(Special.)— 
The bill for the opening and operation 
of the Panama canal] and provid- 
ing for the government patro! and pro- 
tection of the canal zone, was put 
through the house today by an over- 
whelming vote. 

Only one material change was made 
in the bill as reporteq by Representa- 
tive Adamson, chairman of the com- 
mittee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce. That was to overturn the com- 
mittee provision for equal tolls for all 
ships. This was adopted by a vote of 
147 to 126. American ships in the 
coastwise trade will be allowed to use 
the canal toll free if the senate ac- 
cepts this provision. 

The bill is regarded as 
most important pieces of legislation 
passed. by the democratic house and 
one of the most important regulations 
interstate commerce since the pres- 
ent interstate commerce law was vital- 
izeq in the stormy days of 1905.

MANY SCHOOL TEACHERS 
AUTOMATICALLY DROPPED 


BY BOARD OF EDUCATION 


That al} teachers who have failed to 
take reinforcing examinations after 
having been notified to do so by the 
superintendent shall be automatically 
dropped from public scnools, was the 
unanimous decision of the board of ed- 
ucation at its regular meeting yester- 
day afternoon. 

That this action is absolutely neces- 
Sary in order to maintain the proper 
authority.of tne board, for the uphold- 
ing of thé high asad of the schools, 
and for the protection of the 22,000 
children enrolled in Atlanta’s schools, 
was the agreement of the board after 
an earnest discussion of the question. 

The matter was brought up at the 
regular monthly meeting of the board 
of education Thursday afternoon. It 
was reported thatmany ofthe teach- 
ers had not only ignored the order of 
the board.to take. examinations that 
would determine their fitness for their 
position, but that they had declared 
they did not Intend to take any such 
examinations, because the soard was 
in such position that it would be com- 
pelled to elect them anyway. 

Lamentable Lack of Funds. 


“For years,” said the superintendent, 
‘the board, through lack of sufficient 
funds with which to secure proper tal- 
ent for our schools, has been coerced 
into electing teachers who have not 
been able to wake even the minimum 
mark of 70 per cent required for their 
election as teachers. Others have never 
taken any examinations at all, but the 
board has been forced by circumstances 
to elect such applicants, with the un- 
derstanding that they take reinforcing 
examinations at a later date. | 

That it has been impossible to make 
some of the teachers appear at these 
reinforcing examinations was the re- 
port to the board Thursday. The in- 
Structions have been given year after 


year, was the statement to the board, 


and it has been ignored. 

“NO more attention has been paid 
to such notification than would be giv- 
em to a crowd of children playing on 
the streets,” declared one man, “and 


a. 


if the board wishes to maintain its 
authority, to insure that proper disci- 
pline shall be maintained in the schools 
even, it must take action in this mat- 
ter.” 

A prompt motion to drop such 
teachers from the Hsts of the 
public school teachers was made at 
once. It was suggested that such ace 
tion might be hasty in that one hune 
dred teachers might thus be cut off. 

A discussion followed, some of the 
board members wishing to adopt the 
milder course of once more notifying 
the teachers that they must take the 
examinations, with the further state- 
ment that if they failed to do so they 
would be dropped from their positions. 

That such action was of no value, 
however, was the opinion of those in 
touch with the situation. “That has 
been the course of the board for the 
pasf several years,” stated one member, 
“and the results have been the same. 
We can not afford to countenance such 
procedure longer, and in my opinion 
the only effective thing to do is not 
to offer such teachers for re-election.” 

After a thorough argument in order 
to be absolutely just in the matter, a 
resolution was adopted automatically 
dropping from the public schools those 
teachers who had failed to qualify 
through examinations after they had 
been notified of the requirement, 


Are Given Slight Chance. 


The resolution applies only to those 
teachers who have come into the sys- 
tem within the past two years, and 
offers them the privilege of taking the 
examinations, which were set for Au- 
gust 15 and 16. If they qualify in the 
fall examinations, they, with new ap- 
Plicants, will be eligible for teachers’ 
places. If they make at that time the 
required 70 per cent they may be re- 
instated, although it will be entirely 
at the board’s discretion. 

The number touched wfl] be iarge 
enough to considerably diminish the 
teaching force when taken in connec- 
tion with the voluntary resignations, 
which, as usual, were submitted to the 
board.

May 23.—The_ socialist 
proclamation of a general strike as a 
protest against the election of Count 
Tisza as president of the lower. house 
had its sequel in rioting today, which 
resulted in the killing of seven per- 
sons and wounding of about 150, some 
of them severely.

Outbreak Entirely Political. 

The origin of the outbreak was en- 
tirely political, due to the dissatisfac- 
tion of the socialists with the pros- 
pects for getting individual suffrage, 
which was rendered more remote by 
the election of Count Tisza, the bitter- 
est opponent of the extension of the 
franchise. 

In the lower house there was scenes 
of great disorder. Opposition members 
violently protested against the arbi- 
trary action of the president, and de- 
manded a suspension of the sitting— 
a demand which Count TisZa curtly re- 
fused. Previously Tisza has definttely 
announced his attitude when he said: 

“Even if fifty persons are shot down 
in this hall, I shall not suspend the 
sitting.’ 

Finally the opposition moved for a 
secret sitting to discuss the riots, and 
the motion carried. Francis Kossuth, 
leader of the united opposition, then 


‘appealed to the government for con- 
‘sent to place electoral reform before 
| the army bill so as to restore peace. 


Not Like Hysterical Women,

refused, saying. parliament could not 
behave like an hysterical old woman.

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IMPORTANCE OF SMALL 
THINGS OF THE FARM 


The cultivation of the cotton crop 
is in full blast. Every cotton planter 
has his hands full, and a little more 80, 
in working what is, in many instances, 
his onjy crop; for to this crop which 
he considers hig sole dependence he 
lIcoks for bread, meat, clothing and 
luxuries. This idea he inherited from 
his father, to whom it came from the 
generation that preceded him. 

It is perhaps true that in the past 
or just after the war between the 
states cotton was, largely, the south- 
ern farmer's only salvation. It is also 
true that cotton is largely responsible 
for the present prosperity of the south, 
but now that the south has come into 
her own and the farmers all over the 
south are in better circumstances than 
they ever have been since the war 
ended, why still cling tO cotton ex- 
¢lusively? The last cotton crop 8e- 
verely injured the south financially, 
and if as large a crop of cotton has 
been planted this year, the farmers 
Will almost face ruin. 

Make Small Things Pay. 

Few farmers in the south fully real- 
ize he great advantages that they 
possess over every other section of 
the United States. Few of them think 
how easily they could by proper man-

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in the north the farmers 
bred chickens. They have to house 
fhem in winter in ‘houses that cost 
about ten times as much as a poultry 
house would cost in the south, and yet 
they make eggs and chickens pay them 
a good profit. even when they sell them 
below the price that farmers could ob- 
tain in the south. 

Eggs are worth from 25 to 30 cents 
in Atlanta today. The farmer can pro- 
duce them for 5 cents or less per dozen. 
Atlanta uses 160,000 eggs every day 
in the year. The produce merchants 
Save me thess figures. Sprng chick- 
ens are worth 30 to 40 cents a pound. 
This makes a frying size chicken 
worth 650 to 75 cents. These prices are 
much beyond the prices that the farm- 
ers in the north obtain, and yet it 
costs them twice as much as it does 
the southern farmer to produce them. 

There are a large number of small 
farm products grown on every farm 
in the south, which could be turned 
into dollars. but are thrown aside in- 
stead of b&@™Tg taken to market. 


The Equal of an Acre. 

One hundred chickens Weighing from 
one pound to one and a half pounds 
would bring in hard eash at least $30.

Cane Fields Burned 

Up to the present there hag been 
practically no depredations committed 
on American properties in Oriente, but 
some cane fields belonging to Span- 
jards are reported to have been burned. 
Tranquillity appears to reign in all 
the provinces except Oriente. 

The American minister, Arthur M, 
Beaupre, this afternoon visited Senor 
Sanguily, secretary of state, and of- 
ficially informed him of the determina- 
tion of the United States government 
to send the transport Prairie with 700 
marines aboard and e gunboats Pa- 
ducah and Nashville “to Guantanamo. 
Mr. Beaupre gave the explanation that 
this action was taken in the friendliest 
spirit towards the Cuban government. 

Secretary of the Interior Laredo Bru 
said tonight: 

“We regard the action of the Amer- 
ican government with the utmost sat- 
isfaction as a practical expression of 
friendship. We do not regard it for 
a moment as foreshadowing interven- 
tion, but as an offer of assistance, 
should the necessity arise, which I feel 
confident will not be the case.” 

Panic Conditiong Prevail. 

Throughout the province of Oriente 
a condition bordering on panic pre- 
vails, and the whites are taking refuge 
in the cities. A number of American 
refugees have arrived in Havana.
